Uncle Sam Anxious to Establish Peace 


in Chinese 
Empire. 


Washington, Oct. 11.—Late .yester 


•day afternoon the reply of the United 
.States to the French note concerning 
China was completed at the State De 
partment and handed to M. Thiebaut 
charge d'affaires of .the French em 
bassy. 
The contents of the note wil 


probably be made public today. 


The reply is favorable. 
There are 


no phases of it which do not ,mee 
-with the approval of the administra 
tion, on the whole .it offers a satisfact 
ory basis of negotiation. 
This gov 


«rnment hopes all the powers wil 
nnite upon common ground, and ge 
the negotiations actually under way 
There is excellent prospect that 'this 
•will be done in the end, but how mucli 
time may be required no one is able 
to guess. 


One power, it at all times appears 


to officials who are handling this mat- 
ter, is not overanxious for peace, but 
-would like to keep the waters troubled 
as an excuse for its military force to 
Sain a little belated glory. 


Allies Take Back Palace. 


London, Oct. 11.—Dr. Morrison, the 


Times correspondent, in a 
message 


from Peking under'the date of Oct. 4, 
says: 


"Yesterday the British and Italians 


occupied the summer palace, displac- 
ing the Chinese officials, to 
whom 


the Russinas, without consulting the 
allies, had restored the 
buildings. 


Similarly the Germans yesterday oc- 
cupied the Dowager Empress' palace, 
which the Russians had returned to 
the Chinese after they had looted it. 


"The Russians continue to

draw their troops from Peking.'

New York, Oct. 11.—Former Pres 


ident Benjamin Harrison, in a forma' 
interview, last night, gave his reasons 
for favoring, the re-election of Presi 
dent McKinley. 
He explained also 


why he would make no speeches dur 
ing the campaign and recited the fact 
which had been misconstrued on his 
part toward the present administra 
tion. 
Regarding the main issue, the 


success of the Republican, party this 
fall, he spoke to the point as follows: 


Full Dinner Bucket. 


"The economic policies of the' Re- 


publican party have been vindicated 
by the remarkable and general 
perity that has developed during 
a 
period 
of 
great 
depression. 


A change of administration this fall 
would almost certainly renew condi- 
tions from which we have so happily- 
escaped.

itual significance for the spiritually 
minded.

A GREAT NATION 


OME PECULIARITIES OF THE 


TWELFTH U. S. CENSUS. 


ncrease of Population on the Farms 


Keeps Closer to That of the Cities 
Than Was Thought—The Country 
Absorbs the Overflow of- tbe Great 
Cities. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 11.—Of the 
5,000,000 (more or less; the exact 
number is not yet known even to the 
lirector of the'census) inhabitants of 
the United States, 19,670,984 dwell in 
cities of 25;000 or more population. 


There are 5,776,978 farms and 7,298 


cattle ranches in the United States, 
making a total of 5,7S4,276, which, es- 
timating five persons—men, women 
and children to a farm, represents 
an agricultural population of 28,921,- 
3feO. 
This leaves 26,000,000 or there- 


abouts in villages and towns ol less 
than 25,000 population. 


.In 1880 there were 75 cities in the 


United States with a population of 
25,000 or more, aggregating 9,917,822; 
in 1890 there were 124 cities with 25,- 
000 or more, aggregating 14,834,691, 
and this year there are 161. cities with 
a population of 25,000 or more, mak- 
ing a total of 19,670,984. 


This shows an increase of 49.57 per 


cent, in the urban population during 
the flrst decade, and 31.92 per cent 
during the second decade. 
In other 


words, the city population of the Unit 
ed States has not increased so rapidly 
during the last ten years as it did dur 
ing the previous ten years.. This fact 
surprises the statisticians. 


Experts expected that the urban 


^population •would show an enormous 
Increase during the. last ten years. It 
is the popular impression that most of 
the immigrants from the foreign coun 
tries settle in the cities; that the at 
tractions of the city life draw people 
from the villages to work in the shops 
and factories, and that the boys am 
girls drift from the farms to the cen 
ters of population to avail themselves 
of the larger opportunities offered to 
the "ambitious. 


But this impression seems to be ex 


agge'rated. 
The farm population has 


increased during the last ten years in 
about the same proportion as that of 
the cities, although the number of me 
chanical industries employing labor 
has nearly doubled.

Danger of 
a. Break in the Portage 


Levee, However, Still Continues— 


Crevasse Would Bring Ruin 


Portage, Wis.v Oct. 11.—During the 


last night the water in the Wisconsin 
river at this point.fell five inches, due 
to the crevasses in the levee above the 
city, but all day it has been at a 
standstill, the vast volume" of water 
that rushes across the lowlands west 
of the city again finding its way into 
the Wisconsin through the Baraboo 
river at a point three miles below the 
city and holding back the current. 


During yesterday the water spread 


for several miles .over the lowlands 
west and northwest of the city, and in- 
calcuable damage has been done to 
buil'dings, crops and live stock. 
It 


was thought in the afternoon, that un- 
less the wind rose to a gale, the levee 
protecting the south siae of the city 
could be saved. 


At six o'clock in the evening it is 


holding back the wall in the Wiscon- 
sin, 
and this, with the water that is 


emptying into the river from the Bar- 
aboo, has caused another rise here. 
What its extent or duration may be 
cannot be conjectured. 


An extra force of men has been tel- 


egraphed for, and will be here on a 
special train and be put to work on 
the levee tonight, 
re-enforcing 
the 


weak spots. . A crevasse where the 
break is now threatened-would devas- 
tate the. south side of the city. 
If 


this can be averted, and the water 
again recedes, it is possible the worst 
danger may be past.

A. P. Deer of Chicago, Falls From 


Parachute After Balloon Bursts 


200 Feet in the Air. 


Gay Mills, Wis., Oct. 11.—At the sec- 


ond day's fair, which was attended 
by 5,000 people yesterday, a balloon 
ascension resulted in the death of A. 
P. Deer, aged 34 years of Chicago. 


The balloon'was inflated and the as- 


cension took place at four 
o'clock. 


The balloon was an old affair, some- 
what patched and leaky. 
When it 


arose to about 160 £eet, with parachute 
attached, smoke began to issue from a 
rend in the top. 
It continued to rise 


to \about 200 feet, when it suddenly 
burst. 


The balloon feel 100 fefet before the 


jerk of the parachute caused Deer to 
lose his hold. 
His body feel, turn- 


ing in the air and striking on the head 
and shoulders, the jaw, nose and arm 
were crushed, and Deer died in less 


' than two minutes.

A large audience filled the Myers 


Grand opera house- last evening to heai 
Louis G. Bohmrich, of Kenoeha. demo- 
cratic nominee for governor of the state 
cf 'Wisconsin, make his fiast speech to 
the people of JaneBville, on the political 
issues of the day from a democratic 
standpoint'. 


Mr. Bohmrich arrived in the city on 


the 7:40 train from Milwaukee, and was 
met at the station by a committee of 
leading democrats composed of I. F. 
Connors, chairman of the democratic 
county committee, Hon, William Smith 
and P. J. Mouat. 
A carriage, was 


waiting and Mr. Bohmrich was taken to 
the Grand Hotel, where he was enter 
tained during his stay. The Imperial 
band led the way to the opera house. 


Very EittfiTlSri thusdnaiii; 


During the candidates address there 


was very little applause. Even the no 
tice of Bryan's name mentioned in mak 
ing some comparison, 
WBJ received ' in 


silence. There was a lack of enthusiasm, 
which was no doubt felt by the speaker. 


Many republicans we<e noticed in the 


audiecce and it is probable that at least 
a third of the crowd were drawn by curi- 
osity to. see and hear the democratic 
candidate. 


Introduced by William Smith 


At 8:20 Mr. Bohmrich appeared on 


the stage, accompanied by 
William 


Smith, and after a splection by the band," 
Mr. Smith introduced the speaker in a 
few well chosen words, in which he ssid 
that they were here tonight in a pecu- 
liar position. They had a candidate 
for pfesident of 
the United States 


and that all that could be said against 
him by the opposition was. that he was 
too honest; and a candidate for gover- 
nor who was not a native born Ameri- 
can. 


Mr. Bobmrich opened his speech by 


saying that he was glad to see a large 
crowd present, as the opposition press 
had said he spoke to small audiences, 
and at the times he had large audiences, 
he was sick. 


He had no respect for a democrat or 


republican who followed his party be- 
cause he was a democrat or a repub- 
lican, or because his father had been one 
before him. Great issues are decided 
by men who do not follow the party for 
this reason. 


Subject of Imperialism 


He took up the subjects of Imperial- 


ism and Militarism, and said that the 
republican party claimed these iveie 
necessary, and a large standing army 
must be maintained to support them, 
and that the money question was set- 
tled.

down. 


Tlie War With Spain. 


He took up the war with Spain, told 


how it begun. 
He was in sympathy 


with the president and would not criti- 
cize him for doing what he considernd 
his duty, but in this case the war of 
humnanity and sympathy had 
been 


changed to the English standard of con- 
quest and slaughter. The president said 
forcible annexation cannot be thought 
of, It would be against the American 
code of morality.

GUIDE FOR RAILWAY EXCURSIONISTS^ 


The demonstrations in every city 
.nil hamlet in this country on Labor 
day, when the industrial populations 
poured through the streets in inarch- 
ing order, .were certainly gratifying, 
whether regarded merely as a pictur- 
esque display of the forces of 
so- 


ciety or as a token of the 
united 


spirit which guides the destiny of the 
nineteenth century workman. Rank 
after rank the marchers in labor's 
great annual parade presented the 
most convincing evidence of the indus- 
trial prosperity that prevails through- 
out the United States. In its personal 
appearance, as well as in numbers, the 
testimon3- admitted of no 
question. 


For hours an army of well-fed, well- 
dressed, cheerful workingmen filed 
through the streets of all large cities, 
and in-smail hamlets the parades were 
none the less marked. This 
year's 


Labor day parade was essentially a 
demonstration of the employed fairly 
aglow with the signsof sat isf act! on over 
plenty of labor at more remunerative 
wages than labor has known in six 
years. This 3'ear's demonstration was 
the largest, the best-dressed, the best- 
fed and the best paid procession of 
workingmen this country has ever 
seen. There was expansion in its step, 
its smile and its waist measure. 


Scarcely four years ago, under the 


last Democratic administration, there 
was a great agitation for free soup 
houses, where the workingmen who 
were out of 
work, under President 


Cleveland's administration, could get 
free soup to keep them from starv- 
ing. 
Those same workingmen, under 


only a couple of years of William Me- 
Kinley's administration, are now eat- 
ing sirloin steaKS, and the grounds 
where the thousands of soup houses 
stood four years ago, are now covered 
with factories, employing thousands 


"• of men at good wages. Yet the dem- 


ocratic party leaders, from Mr. Bry- j 
an down, are trying to have the work- 
ingmen to vote to go back to the soup 
louse condition again.^ The American 
workingman will not vote hiraself out 
of a good steady ijob at good'wages 
for all the soup houses that the last 
Democratic administration produced. 
They are all voters. Every man -who 
Holds in his hand an implement of la- 
bor also holds a ballot. For the first 
time in the history of the labor move- 
ment in this country and under a re- 
publican administration, rthe general 
prosperitj- of the country includes the 
prosperity of labor. The steadily in- 
creasing prosperity in the business 
world was distinctly reflected in the 
neat and satisfied appearance of the 
different organizations. The men and 
women marched like people who are 
'self-confident and self-assertive—who 
know that they .are a mighty force in 
the work of widening and strengthen- 
ing the nation's fields of industry. 
They marched like men who dignified 
labor by stamping it with their own 
manliness. 


Of all our annual exhibitions none is 


more impressive than that of Labor 
day.r It is a grand demonstration of 
wealth-producing forces, and of the 
opportunities which come to men in 
this free country under a republican 
form of government and administra- 
tion. The thousands of workers who 
make up these annual parades are in 
truth, as is often said, the brawn and 
sinew of the nation, but they also rep- 
resent n 'progressive intelligence such 
as it would be impossible to discover 
in the same citizenship of other lands. 
From their ranks will spring many of 
the men of affairs and influential pub- 
lic men of the future. 


Questions of politics should not be 


mixed with the principles which nre 
at the root of all labor organizations. 
Labor is organized for purely eco- 
nomic purposes. But this year the 
issue at stake is one which, vitally nf- 
fects the economic welfare of 
the 


whole people, and it is only natural 
that the workingmen should regard 
it as worthy of their best study, both 
as individuals and as members of 
trade organizations. 
They will not 


let democratic calamity' howlers fool 
them, as they have not yet forgotten 
the last "democratic times" of only 
a few years ago. 
We hear of their 


philanthropy and immense donations 
to the po6r, but when they give' a 
dollar they take two dollars off the 
workers' wages. 


A majority of the people of this 


country don't want to ruin the indus- 
tries of the country nor do they want 
an aristocracy of class. They want 
a government by find for^. the peo- 
ple, such, as we have had for the past 
four years, and will have for the next 
four, labor voting—selfishly, perhaps 
—for its own prosperity. 


When the workingman is prosper- 


ous,'the whole nation is prosperous.
